A dream in brick and concrete, tile 
and glass will come true March 8rd 
when the new Alberta Red Cross Crip 
pled Children’s hospital in Calgary 
formally opens its doors to Alberta's 
crippled children, 


For 12 years, ever since the present 
hospital was found to be too small, 
the men and women of Alberta have 
envisioned an adequate hospital for 
their crippled youngsters, The new 
red brick building standing on the 
highest hilltop in Calgary is the re- 
sult of their work and courage, for 
they have given nearly one million 
dollars to its construction. , 

In modern style, aud employing all 
the modern tricks of capturing the 
most air and sunlight, the new four 
floor hospital is shaped like an en- 
ormous “V” with wide-spread and wel 
coming arms. 

It is built on land donated tax free 
by the City of Calgary, which has been 
home of the Red Cross work for crip- 
pled children since 1922. This 
the grounds will be landscaped and 
seeded, to give the children even more 
beautiful surroundings.

The new hospital wil) officially 
commodate 119 patients, with room 
for 20 more in an emergency. Medi- 
cal treatment is given for club foot, 
tubercular bone conditions, ostoomyo- 
litis, convalescence and deformities 
from infantile paralysis, congenital 
dislocation of the hip, malunited frac- 
tures and contractions following burns 
saracome, cooliae disease, spinal cur- 
vatures, spastic haomiplogia and spina 
hifida. 

Children from all parts over Alberta 
the Northwest Territories and Peace 
River Block, whose parents cannot at 
ford prolonged orthopaedic care, are 
welcomed to the hospital.
